PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Regulations  relating  to  this  disease  were  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the 
12th  July,  1916,  enabling  the  Local  Authority  to  make  arrangements  with  the  Managers  of  HospitaLs 
approved  by  the  Board  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease. 

A further  letter  was  issued  with  respect  to  the  treatment  of  sailors  coming  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  Port  Sanitary  Authorities. 

In  accordance  with  a scheme  submitted  to  the  Board  by  the  Local  Authority,  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Managers  of  the  Royal  Hamadryad  Seamen’s  Hospital  for  the  out-patient  and 
in-patient  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  amongst  sailors. 

The  following  Table  shews  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  at  the  above  Clinic  since  the 
commencement  of  this  work,  April  16th,  1917.

CHOLERA,  PLAGUE  AND  YELLOW  FEVER. 

A strict  examination  for  cases  of  Cholera,  Plague  and  Yellow  Fever  and  for  evidence  of 
rat  infestation,  has  been  made  of  all  vessels  on  arrival  at  H.M.  Customs  Boarding  Stations  during 
the  day  and  night  tides,  whether  directly  or  indirectly  from  Infected  or  Suspected  Ports. 

No  vessels  required  to  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Govern 
ment  Board  of  the  9th  September,  1907. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. — The  Hospital  at  Flat  Holm  Island  where  accommo- 
dation is  provided  for  sixteen  patients  suffering  from  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  or  Plague,  and  for 
staff,  administration,  cremation,  etc.  has  not  been  in  use  during  the  past  year.  It  has,  however, 
been  kept  in  good  order  and  readiness  for  use  in  any  emergency. 


RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Continuous  inspection  and  measures  were  taken  on  and  around  the  docks,  premises,  lands, 
etc.  during  the  year,  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  and  as  the  result  of  baiting 
with  poisons  4,691  rats  and  mice  were  found  dead,  over  and  above  the  6,016  caught  by  trapping. 

Fifteen  notices  were  served  on  Masters  of  vessels  under  the  above  Act. 

During  the  year  the  Rat-catchers  were  engaged  on  board  79  vessels,  and  on  51  occasions 
in  warehouses  at  the  docks,  and  the  total  number  of  rats  caught  and  subsequently  destroyed 
amounted  to  6,016.

INSPECTION  OF  SHIPPING  FOR  DEFECTS  OF  SANITATION. 


During  the  year,  5,035  vessels  were  inspected  on  arrival, 
were  made  of  ships  in  dock,  making  a total  of  7,731. 


In  addition,  2,69G  re-inspections 


Sixty-five  written  notices  were  served  and  490  verbal  orders  given  to  Masters  of  vessels, 
in  connection  with  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects  on  board  ships. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two  samples  of  drinking  water  from  vessels  entering  this  Port 
were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  examination.  Ninety  were  found  to  be  of  good  or  moderate  quality  and  thirty-two  of  doubtful 
purity  or  contaminated. 

Thirty-tw'o  notices  were  served  on  Masters  of  vessels  having  doubtful  or  contaminated 
water  on  board  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes,  as  the  result  of  these  examinations.  All 
tanks  containing  impure  water  were  emptied  and  cleansed,  and  a fresh  supply  taken  on  board. 

Articles  of  clothing  belonging  to  seamen,  to  the  number  of  1,589,  were  disinfected  by  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authority,  and  790  dirty  or  infected  beds  and  other  articles  were  destroyed. 

The  lighters  engaged  in  carrying  grain,  patent  fuel,  etc.  in  the  Docks,  have  been  periodically 
examined,  cleansed,  disinfected  and  repaired  during  the  year. 


The  fishing  boats,  also  the  fish  wharves,  have  been  regularly  visited,  cleansed  and  disinfected-

The  foregoing  tables  afford  evidence  of  useful  work  performed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority,  and  show  that  the  Inspection  of  Shipping  in  the  Port  has  resulted  in  a great 
improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  floating  population.

The  chief  defects  found  on  board  ships  were  : — Defective  side  ports  and  prisms,  bulk- 
heads, floors,  hawse  pipes  and  cable  ‘casings,  defective  stoves,  funnels  and  flanges,  ventilator  cowls 
and  ventilation,  lighting  and  drainage,  leaky  decks,  defective  or  unlined  iron  decks  over  bunks, 
causing  damp  beds,  etc.,  defective  lamps,  water  tanks  and  casks,  also  defective  water  closets. 

Very  little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Inspectors. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 


The  Inspection  of  Food  is  carried  out  under  powers  afforded  by  Regulations  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  (now  the  Ministry  of  Health)  in  terms  of  The  Public  Health  (Regulations 
as  to  Food)  Act,  1907.

THE  CANINE  ANIMALS  ORDER,  1909,  AND  THE  IMPORTATION  OF  DOGS 

ORDER,  1014. 

During  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1921,  517  dogs  were  imported  from  foreign  countries, 
either  directly  or  indirectly. 

In  each  case  a copy  of  the  Order  was  supplied  to  the  Master  or  the  Officer  in  charge  of 
the  vessel  on  arrival,  by  an  Officer  of  the  Local  Authority. 

These  ships  were  visited  regularly  during  their  stay  in  port  to  see  that  the  requirements  ♦ 

of  the  Order  were  carried  out. 

No  proceedings  were  taken  under  these  Orders  during  the  year. 
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FOREIGN  ANIMALS  ORDER,  1910. 

During  the  year,  forty-five  vessels  arrived  at  this  Port  with  the  following  animals  on  board 
from  scheduled  countries,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  viz  : — Cattle  17  ; Sheep  82  ; Goats  1 ; 
Swine  41  ; Total  141.  Also  1 goat  under  the  Animals  (Landing  from  Ireland)  Order,  1914. 

These  ships  were  visited  regularly  to  see  that  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  were  carried  out. 

When  any  of  the  ships  left  for  another  Port  in  Great  Britain,  the  Authorities  at  those 
ports  were  notified. 

Proceedings  against  Masters  for  infringements  of  this  Order  were  taken  in  37  instances 
and  fines  amounting  to  £35  10s.  Gd.  were  imposed. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  D.  JENKINS  (CANAL  BOAT  INSPECTOR)  FOR  THE  YEAR  1921. 

Section  3 of  the  Canal  Boats  Act  of  1884,  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Regis- 
tration or  Sanitary  Authority  within  whose  district  any  Canal  or  part  of  a Canal  is  situate,  to  enforce 
within  such  district  the  Provisions  of  the  Principal  Act,  and  this  Act,  and  any  Regulations  made 
thereunder  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  every  such  Authority  shall  within  twenty-one  days 
after  the  31st  day  of  December  in  every  year,  make  a report  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the 
execution  of  the  Principal  Act,  and  this  Act,  and  of  the  Regulations  made  thereunder,  as  aforesaid, 
and  as  to  steps  taken  by  such  Authority  during  the  year  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Acts  and  Regulations.
